The Information Conveyed to the 
National Committee.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 15.—Within 
the last twenty-four hours word has been 
received by the leaders at the headquar- 
ters of the cities contending for the Dem- 
ocratic National Convention that Grover 


Cleveland is not to be a candidate for a 
third term. This intimation was obtained 
by those who found themselves embar- 
rassed in making arguments as to the re- 
spective advantages of the West and East 
for convention purposes. Under the circum. 
stances such a declaration could not be 
made in writing or in official form. The 
National Democratic Committee will not 
meet until Thursday, and there are not 
more than a dozen members in Washington 
to-day.

Ranker Morgan Explains the 
Purpose of the Syndicate. 


The Financier Says There Is No Ques- 
>> tion As to the Success of 
tte Popular Loan. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—The bond syndicate 


eate Tecei ea im their mall this morning 
a circular letter from J. P. Morgan & Co. 
releasing them from their commitments to 
furnish their pro rata of $100,000,000 in gold 
and a second $100,000,000 if desirable; taking 
their payment therefor in a 4 per cent Gov- 
ernment bond, = 

Accompanying this letter was a circular 
explaining why the syndicate’ was formed, 
what action was taken on its behalf and 
why it is now dissolved. 

The reason given for the dissolution of 
the syndicate is that the syndicate con- 
tract called for a bid of “all or none,” and 
therefore Mr. Morgan was tifwilline’ to 
make a bid under the present circumstanc- 
} es, as he might seem to present for consid- 
eration by the Secretary of the. Treasury, 
the throwing out of smaller bids made in 
good faith under the public call. 

The only emergency, in Mr. Morgan's 
judgment, which would justify such a 
course, would be the failure of the public 
to respond to the call of the Government. 

It has been necessary to delay the dis- 
solving of the syndicate up to the present 
time, as every financial interest required 
protection offered by the knowledge that the 
syndicate was in existence prepared to 
make the loan a success under any circum- 
stances. The circular concludes: 

“I feel perfectly satisfied that there is no 
question as to the success of the loan“ 
| “On the Ad of December,“ Mr. Morgan 
paar, “T was invited to Washington for a 
negotia for a loan were even sug 
gested, nor was there then; nor since any 
agreement, or request that I should take 
any steps preparatory to making a contract. 
I came, however, to the conclusion that 
the President and Secretary of the Treas- 
ury would use every power at their com- 
mand to restore and maintain the gold 
reserve; that no steps would be taken until 
it was ascertained what Congress would 
do; that the Executive Department would 
prefer to secure $200,000,000 of gold and that 
it was certain no relief could be obtained 
from Congress. 

“Upon my return, appreciating the grav- 
ity of the situation and in order that I might 
be prepared to act promptly, I took steps 
to ascertain to what extent it would be 
possible to secure the co-operation of capi- 
talists in forming a syndicate which would 
agree to sell to the United States Govern- 
ment $200,000,000 of gold coin. The contract 
prepared and signed by the participants did 
not stipulate whether the purchase would 
be by private contract or by public offer. 

“The only provision in addition to the 
important one that no gold should be with. 
drawn from the Treasury was that the min- 
imum amount of the contract should be 
$100,000,000, the maximum not over $200,000,- 
000. The applications far exceeded my ex- 
pectations. At the end of three or four days

“There Js nothing more settled in law 
than that such agreements are void. The 
law will not allow contracts to be made 
as to the election of corporate officers.”’ 
Judge Finkeinburg here read the sum- 
maries of several decisions bearing on this 
point. One was the text book of Guernsey 
vs. Cook. Im this case there was a contract 
by Cook, president of an oil company, un- 
der which Guernsey bought 100 shares of 
Cook under an agreement that he should be 
made treasurer of the company. Another 
was a Kansas decision of Noel vs. Drake. 
Noel had contracted with Drake, a bank 
president, to buy stock in Drake's bank 
under condition that Noel should be made 
cashier, The contract was not lived up 
to. The Court held that the contract was 
against public policy. 

‘Now, there is a long list of cases, a 
uniform course of decisions on this sub- 
ject. Whenever there has been any agree- 
ment as to who shall be the officers of a 
corporation the courts have not tolerated 
it, as a matter of public policy.“ 

Judge Finkelnburg thereupon stated that 
the defense would cite the Court to a num- 
ber of cases on the subject. 

“Not only is the contract void as against 
public policy, but it is ultra vires. I am as- 
suming now that an attempt has been made 
to bind the company. It is a familiar rule of 
law that everyone must take notice of the 
ground-work on which a corporation is or- 
ganized in dealing with it. .And when a 
corporation is organized. under a general 
law, as in Missouri, he must take notice of 
that general law.“ 

Judge 8 quoted from the books 
to gu rt this point. 

“In ealing with the Pulitzer Publishing 
Co., a business corporation of this State, 
the plaintiff was bound to take notice of the 
law that the business of the corporation 
must be controlled by a Board of Directors. 
That is part and parcel of the charter of 
every business corporation in this State, 
and which cannot be cast aside like an old 
garment. And the plaintiff. must be pre- 
sumed to have known it. The plaintiff has 
shown great familiarity with the laws of 
Missouri. During the testimony he showed 
ituat, and away back in New York, Col. 
Jones said to Mr. Pulitzer the law is so and 
so regarding directors. He showed great 
familiarity, as Mr. Carvalho has testified. 

“Next, I note when the contention about 
the by-laws took place, here in St. Louis, 
Col. Jones wrote a letter showing familiar- 
ity with the Missouri laws.

“But supposing, if the court please, the 
contract had been specific to that extent, 
that it was to oust the owners of the prop- 
erty from their reserve control—what then? 
It was nothing but an appointment for 
employment after all, and such a contract 
may always be rescinded, with or without 
cause. The power to discharge is incident 
to the power of employment. Either party 
may terminate it at any time—if wrong- 
fully, he has his remedy. It is the same 
in partnership—no court will force two per- 
sons to remain together unwillingly. And 
it is the same in contracts for employment.“ 

Judge Finkelnburg then read several law 
cases in support of this view. 

“Tf Col. Jones is the best journalist in the 
‘United States, still if he and the eorpora- 
tion do not agree, this court and no court 
in the United States ought to or will force 
them to remain together.”’

I 
have never intimated nor do I believe 
that Mr. Johns wrote the so-called Ken- 
nard letter. I received a letter from Mr, 
Cox, Secretary of the Business Men's 
League, in which he stated that he 
thought he knew who was the writer of 
the letter, and the circumstances of its 
publication. I enclosed this letter to Mr. 
Kennard, President of the Business Men's 
League, with the guggestion that here 
was à line of investigation for him or the 
Business Men’s League to pursue if they 
so desired. 
No such occurrence as Mr. Steigers lo- 
cates in Jacksonville, Fla, ever hap- 
pened there, nor did I ever tell him that 
it happened. I have an impression that 
Mr. Steigers was present in my office 
when I was telling a couple of gentlemen 
the following, as an incident of my Nor- 
ida experience: 
Smallpox had become epidemic in Jack- 
sonville. An inefficient Board of Health, 
instead of taking effective measures to 
stamp it out, Was expending its energies 
in the effort to conceal the fact, thus en- 
dangering the life and health of citi- 
zens. After a thorough investigation, I 
showed the matter up in my newspaper, 
the Times-Union. The article made a 
tremendous sensation. As fast as the 
newspaper containing it reached the 
towns along the railways, telegraphic 
notices of quarantine against Jackson- 
ville began to come in. The Mayor of 
Jacksonville, Mr. Pat McQuaid, was 
stampeded. He called a summary meet- 
Ing of the Board of Trade, and after the 
meeting he, ex-Gov. Drew, President of 
the Board of Trade, and two or three 
merchants called on me and notified me 
that if the matter were not dropped a 
boycott would be instituted against thre 
Times-Union, I answered that my advice 
to those instituting the boycott would be 
to move out of town. 
This was my answer in Jacksonville. 
It would be my answer in St. Louis or 
anywhere else under similar circum- 
stances. 
My old friends in Jacksonville will re- 
eall this incident. They will also recall 
the fact that the Times-Union accom- 
plished its purpose. The inefficient 
Board of Health wag reorganized and 
the new board effectually stamped out 
the disease. It quarantined several por- 
tions of the town, burned at the olty’s 
expense two or three houses that had be- 
come thoroughly infected and proceeded 
to clean the city in a manner that had 
not been known for years. 
The people appreciated the Times- 
Union’s work, and there ts no incident of 
my Florida experience to which I look 
back with more satisfaction. It is per- 
haps needless to add that after the inter- 
view I have described, nothing more was 
heard of the proposed boycott.

Savin, Jr., was arrested and held in $1,000 
bail on the charge of assault in the second 
degree for examination, and his sister, Miss 
Josephine Savin, has been made the victim 
of a cruel scandal, 

As the story stand#it can mean only that 
either Miss Tidy is a Munchausen in petti- 
coats or a victim of a peculiar form in- 
sanity or that young Savin and his sister 
are mentally irresponsible. From outward 
appearances of the prineipiils the Tidy — 
™ ds the crazy one, and, in fact, there are few 

Magistrates who would have thought of en- 

tertaining her complaint. : 

Agnes Tidy is a short, plump, dark-eyed 
English girl, with a recklessness concern- 
ing Hs“ that tells the story of her position 
in the old country. She was a ribbon coun- 
ter girl in the store that Americans call 
“The Macy’s of London,” Peter Robinson's, 
in Oxford street, when Mrs. Savin saw her 
and took a fancy to her last September. 

To a countrywoman of hers, a Miss Walk- 
lette, last Sunday, Miss Tidy confided her 
story. From her it went to the Sodiety for 
Suppression of Vice, who scoffed &t it, and 
finally a Mr. Smith, uncle of Miss Walk- 
lette, took it to Magistrate Mott, who issued 
@ warrant. 

Young Savin went to court willingly 
enough, but he became greatly excited 
when the charge was read to him. 

It said, in part—for the whole of it cannot 
be printed—that at divers times, and par- 
ticularly on the morning of Jan. 10, young 
Savin came into her room, bound her with 
@ rope and threatened to beat her with a 
strap he held in his hand unless she dis- 
robed. She swears that she screamed for; 
help, but that no one came to her aid (the 
Savins have seven servants), and that, rath- 
er than be beaten, she undressed to one 
garment. 

Angered at her refusal to completely do 
his bidding, she swears that he struck her 
several bruise-making blows. 

So far the story might possibly be be- 
lieved, for boys of 18 will do a great many 
wild and reckless things, but the rest of it 
is beyond ordinary belief. She swears that 
in the afternoon Savin went through the 
game performance and called in Miss Savin 
to help him. 

He beat her again, and then, with Miss 
Savin's aid, rouged her cheeks, blackened 
her eyebrows, powdered her eye, painted 
inartistic and very queer pictures on her 
with red paint, clothed her in a white satin 
gown and made her act “as a lascivious and 
wanton woman“ before the whole family. 

Savin, who is a well-built, good-looking 
young man, said with a profane, but un- 
blamable emphasis that the whole thing was 
a lie and demanded an examination. 

Magistrate Mott set the examination for 
2 pi m. to-morrow and the $1,000 bail was 
furnished. 

No other member of the Savin household 
would talk. A glimpse of Miss Savin at the 
window showed a girl of especially sweet 
and modest face, whose eyes were red and 
* with weeping over the disgraceful 
story.

HE MARRIED FOR A LIVING. 


George Meyer Is Said to Have at Least 
Thirteen Wives, 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 15.-—There is a man 
now serving a term of one year in the 
penitentiary for the larceny of $8 whose 
record as a lygamist gives him pre- 
eminence in evil. hirteen marriages have 
already been traced to him, and there are 
more to come, the authorities say. He mar- 
ried under the names of orge Maier, 
Joseph Maier, Joseph Miller, George Muf- 
fler and several other aliases. It is believed 
his real name is George Meyer. 

Meyer's object in forming this connubial 
thirteen club was to obtain money. One 
of his wives is suing for divorce, and the 
case came up this 1 Judge 
Beekman in Part III. ot the rior Court, 
special term. This universal nedict was 
not at all fastidious. He matried any wo- 
man he had happened to become acquainted 
with, no matter what her age was, if she 
only had money. He allied himself with 
women varying in age, from 2 to 47 years, 
and it made no difference to him whether 
they were pretty or- homely, attractive or 
repulsive. Nor did it matter how much or 
how little money they had, provided they 

some, He married one woman for as 
small an amount as $17. With others he 
got dowries varying from $200 to $600. 

He nad no other occupation, and simply 
married for a living, not disdaining, as a 
side issue, to s whatever money he 
could lay his hands on. In 1882 he was sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for one year for 
petit larceny, and he was given the sen- 
tence he is now serving on October 8 last. 

If the woman he married suited him he 
remained with her a few days; if not, he 
left as soon as he secured her money. As 
a rule, however, he did not marry on credit, 
as it were. He generally obtained the money 
the moment he married, under the pre- 
tense of wanting to start in business. 
Strangcly enough, he seemed to confine 
himself to Catholics and Lutherans. 

He lost as little time as possible. The in- 
tervals were short and he has married as 
many as three women in one month, it is 
alleged. Meyer did most of his marrying 
in,this city, but occasionally he crossed the 
bridge and took a wife in Brooklyn. Meyer 
was fully identified last Friday on the Is- 
land by two of his wives. He is also said 
to have made a fourteenth alliance under 
the name of Muffler.

The est End Athletic Club rented the 
club-house on Vandeventer avenue from 
the Pastime Gymnasium Association and 
had no regular lease, so it can move out at 
any time. As there is no prospect of con- 
tinuing the use of the property for ath- 
letic purposes the association will imme- 
diately seek to rent the property for other 
uses. Thus will pass out of use the finest 
athletic club building and grounds in the 
West. The failure of this enterprise is a 
matter of great regret, as it will be years 
before capital can be enlisted in a similar 
project and meanwhile St. Louis will be 
without an athietic club ef any prominence.
